TRAIN STRIKES DYNAMITE

Western Express on Pennaylvania
Runs Inte Two Cara of Explosive.
HARRIBBURG, Pa~—An expross

frain on the Penasylvania rallroad ran

foto a frelght train in which thera
wore two ears londed with dynamite,

At 1110 o'clock Thursday morning In

South Harrisburg, near the plant of

the Paxtang Light, Heat and Power

company,

Three terrific exploglons that broka
windows all over the city followed and
the two tralng wera completely wreelk
ed and took fire. It was estimated at
i o'cloek that fAfty persons were kill
ed and 100 Injured, though these
flgurea may be too samall,

It Is imposgible to ascortain the ex:
act number of fatalities because the
wrockage is still ablaze and wnap
pronchable, In which many of the pas-
songers and some members of the
traln erews are planed, and many
small explosions oceurred continually,

Immediately after tho wreck all the
passengers who could do so ran from
the scenea of horror to safety from
the Incessant small exploglons. The
agonizing erles of the unfortunatoes
were heartrending,

With practically no clothing many
women and children from the trala
were compelled to wander about the
flelds, as thers are fow houses in the
Immediate vieinlty of the wreck.

The trialn was the second sectlon of
No, 1%, There were 160 passengors In
the train and the latest estimate s
that ifty were killed, The hospital ia
crowded to the doors and the hotels
are heing opened for the care of the
Injured. It may be necessary for the
authorities to selze one of the hotels
and tarn it into a temporary hospital,

LATER—Twonty persons are
known to be dead and more than 100
others wore Injured in the railroad
wreck and dynamite exploslon which
oceurred yesterday on the Pennsyl-
vania rallroad fn the southern part
of this city. That not more persons
wera killed Is consldered remarkable
by the Pennsylvanip officiale, as a
box car full of dynamite exploded ai-
rectly at the mlddle of the heavy ex-
press train.

The traln carried A& number of
prominent persons and most of them
encaped with only slight Injuries, The
wrecked traln was the second section
of tha Cleveland and Cinclnnati ex-
pregs, leaving  Phlladoiphla at 11:06
Waednesday night. It consiated of a
combination baggage nnd smoking
car, one day conch and six sleopers,

The scone of the wreeck was visited
by probably more than 60,000 persons;
There were at least 5,000 persons con-
stantly at the place. They came from
all towns within fifty miles.

HARRISBURG, Pa—Two more vle-
tims of the wreck of the Cleveland
and Cineinnatl express on the Penn-
sylvania railroad at South Harrisburg
Friday, are dead, bringing the total
number of victims to twenty-iwo, Two
others are In a eritieal condition.
Sixteen of the dead have been ldenti
fled. The bodies of the othors are so
horribly charred and burned that It Is
doubtful if they will ever be positive-
Iy Identified,

AMERICANS LOSE SEVENTEEN.

Fierce Fighting Reported on the ls-
land of Jolo,

MANILA—Flerce fighting has been
golng on the past two weeks on the
Island of Jolo between the outlaw
Moro chief, Pala, with 600 well-armod
followers, and troops under the per
sonal command of Major General
Leonard Wood., Pala's forces lost 400
killed, while the losses of General
Wood are seven killed and nineteen
wounded, Pala and his remalning
followers, In accordance with Moro
tradition, prefer death to ecapture.

General Wood., with detachments
from the Fourteéenth cavalry, the Bev-
enteenth, the Twenty-second, the
Twenty-third infantries and the eon.
stabulary scouts, have chased Pala
and his followers into & swamp, which
is surrounded. Pala was & noted
glave trader and warrior when the
Americans occupled the isiand. Lat-
er he escaped with his followers Lo
the igland of Pula Sekar. near Bor
nen, One of Pala's leaders deserted
and took refuge in the British settle
ment at Lahad. Pala landed with a
following and demanded of the Brit-
ish magistrate that he turn the de-
gerter over to him.
